thority to deal therein, according to the Dearth and 

Cheapneſs of all things thereunto neceſſary, as the 

time and place (where any ſuch Baker ſhould inhabit) - 

required: As in and by my ſaid Book it plainly ap- 


areth. 
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To all Magiſtrates, and others his 


And now foraſttuch as divers Officers, by reaſon of 
their unskillfulneſs- and want of knowledge, do not af. 
ford the Bakers ſuch ſufficient allowances therein, as 
are anſwerable unto all the Charges of baking at this 
day, whereby ſome Queſtions are made bet the 
ſaid Officers and Bakers concerning that matter; 
have therefore at this preſent thought it good not 

Arevocation Only to revoke my faid Book, (in reſpect of the ſaid 
of the laſt Af. Aſſhze of Bread only) and, to my great pains and 
— travel, to draw and publiſh this new ſor the 
" good and true Aſſize of all forts of Bread now by 

the Laws vendible unto the Kings Majeſties Subjects 

in the Commonwealth, deriving the ſame, in every 

ſort, according to the Law: That is to ſay, that the 

halfopeny Cocket, and the peny Cocket, made of 

the ſecond prized Wheat: The half-peny Wheaten 

Bread draws Loaf, the peny Wheaten Loaf, and the peny Houſ. 
fromthe courſe hold Loaf, taking their Ground or Aſſiæe from, the 
44.4.3 courſe Cocket of ſeven you twelve pence, ahr 
ding to the Statute in that behalf, made in the nc 

and fiſtieth year of the Reign of King FHrury the 

Third: And although the ancient Cuſtom and Order 

of this Realm hath been, that three half peny worth 

of White Bread ſhould always weigh one peny worth 

of Wheaten Bread; and one peny worth of Houſhold 

Bread ſhould juſtly weigh to peny worth of White 

Bread, (as it appeareth by divers old and ancient 
Size-Books heretofore ſet forth :) yet the ſaid Sta- 

rute made in the one and fiftieth year of the Reign of 

King Henry the Third, ſheweth, That the fineſt ſort 

of White Bread ſhould be drawn from the fine 

The fine Coc- Cocket of fix pound eighteen ſhillings, mentioned 
* in the ſaid Statute, which differeth hat from 
I the 


' wo! : 7 
the eourſe Socket of ſeven twelve pence,- and 
is ſome what leſs in Aſſize than after the rate of the 
ſaid courſe Cocket aforeſaid : Which Law I have fol- 
lowed in this my Book, (omitting the odd Fracti- 
ons in Mony, which are very ſmall, and under the 
value ob one half weight) whereby every Officer 

may 1 di and know what every ſort of 
Bread ſhould weigh in true proportion and Rate; 
and how to Aſſize the Bakers in all forts of their 
Breads, according to the ſame Law, together with 
ſuch allowance towards their Charges ſor every quar- 
ter baking, as is very reaſonable, and requiſite there- 
tore to be made and allowed ; whereby all difficulty 
and Queſtions hereafter miy be avoided : But 
a!ſo have drawn the ſame unto a greater and high- 
er proportion in the Prices of the Quarter of 
Wheat than heretofore it hath been; as by the aid 
Rates it doth plainly appear : Beginning the ſame at 
twelve pence the Quarter of VVheat, and fo raiſing 
the ſaid Aſſize by ſix pence increaſing in the Qyarter 
of VVhear, unto three pound fix pence the Quarter. 


And whereas it plainly appeareth by the old Aſhze- e cue 

Book (yet extant to be ſcen) ſet forth and pubs lated une 
liſhed in the Twelfth year of the Reign of King fun pound 
HENRT the Seventh, being near one hundred years r 


ſt, that every Baker ſhould then be allowed two 
hillings for all manner of Charges in baking of a 
Quarter of VVheat, over and above the ſecond Price 
of VVheat in the Market, by the which he ought to 
ſize his Bread: VVhich two Shillings was allowed in 
this manner. 


VVhen VVheat was fold for twelve Shillings the 
Quarter, 


To all Magiſtrates, and others his 


Quarter, the Baker ſhould bake after fourteen Shil- 
lings the Quarter. And at fourteen Shillings the Quar- 
ter, he ſhould bake after ſixteen Shillings the Quarter, 
as in the ſaid Book of Aſize is to be ſeen. And for 
as much as I do find, and it moſt plainly appeareth 
to the judgment of all indifferent Men, (by compa 
ring the times now preſent with the times of one 
hundred years paſt) that at the publiſhing of the (aid 
old Aſſize Book, all manner of charges, and other 
things neceſſary belonging to the ſaid Myſtery of Ba- 
king, were far better cheap than now they are; vis. 
In Fuel, Yeſt, Servants Wages, Houſe-Rents, and 
Charges of Hoſpitality ; and ſo generally of all other 
kind of things: And for as much as alſo divers Tryals, 
which of late I have cauſed to be made by ſeveral 
VVheat, taken in divers Countries of this Realm of 
England, not only in the view of mine own Eyes; 
but alſo in the preſence of expert and skilful Men, 
learned in the Laws, having rue and deep know- 
ledge in the Aſſizing of Bread; it doth manifeſtly 
and plainly appear, that the Bakers at that time might 
far better cheap, and with leſs charge of Servants, 
have baked a Quarter of Wheat then now they can: 
(although the ſame Tryals differ ſomewhat one from 
the other, by reaſon only of the diverſities of the 
goodneſs of Wheat.) I do thereſore think it very 
good, neceſſary and convenient, for the better under- 
ſtanding of all Magiſtrates and Officers, as is afore- 
ſaid, that there be ſet down in this Book of the Aſſizes 
of Bread, that the Bakers of Cities, Boroughs, and 
Corporate Towns, where the three ſorts of Bread, viz. 
White, Wheaten and Houſhold are uſually baked and 


the City, &c. ſold, ſhall have (ix Shillings in allowance for the ba- 


king 


and Towns Cor- 
porate; for every impoſition daily to be laid upon 
them: which fix Shillings is to be allowed accordin 

to the fame former allowance in the ſaid ewelfth 


Year of the Reign of King Henry the ſeventh afore- 
faid, in this — viz, VV hen the ſecond VVheat 


is at twelve Shillings the Quarter, the Baker is to 
bake after eighteen Shillings the Quarter: And the 
ſecond VVheat being at eighteen Stallings the Quar- 

tzr, he is to bake after rwenty four Shillings the 
Quarter: And fo ig like manner, as the Price of 
the Quarter of the ſecond V'Vheat ſhall ariſe and in- 
creaſe. And alſo that all Bakers inhabiting out 
of Cities, Boroughs, and Towns Corporate, or in 
Cities , Bor , and Towns Corporate, where 


but two of the ſorts of Bread; vis. VVhite and anonance tor 
Houſhold are uſually baked and fold , ſhall have Bakers of the 
four Shillings in allowance for their Charges in Countries 


baking of every Quarter of VVheat, over and a- 
bove the Price of the ſecond V Vheat in the Market, 
as aforeſaid, whereby they ought to be ſized, and no 
more. |
